Divorcement of Properties | 


of Georgia Railway and 
Power Company and Elec- 
tric Company Urged by 
Committee. 


City council at its meeting Monday 
afternoon adopted the report of‘ the 
committee appointed to take action 
with reference to requested increases 
in electric light and power, gas and 
street railway rates in Atlanta, which 
recommended ‘that prior: to September 1; 
legal proceedings should be taken to 
prevent increases in gas, light and pow-. 
er rates, and that in the event that 
the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany should undertake legal proceed- 
ings to compe‘ the railroad commission 
of Georgia to assume jurisdiction over 
street railway fares in Atlanta, the 
city’s interests should be protected. 

In order to protect the citizens of 
Atlanta from “bearing the burden’ of 
sustaining outside projects in which 
they have little or no direct interest,” 
the committee recommends that imme- 
diate steps be taken to procure a di- 
vorcement of the properties of the 
Georgia Railway and Power: company 
from that of the Georgia Railway and 
Electric company. 

Considerable Discuasion. 

_In the committee’s report, it is stat- 
ed that the Georgia railroad commis-| 
sion refiiséd to assume jurisdiction as 
' to increase of car fares, but went out- 
side of tts province and rendered an 
opinion in which the view is expressed 
that car fares should be increased in 
Atlanta, and recommended to city coun- 
cil that it amend its railway franchise 
in order that a 6-cent fare may be 
charged. 

Considerable discussion was engaged 
in before the adoption of the report, 
which was finally brought about by 
the nassage of a resolution by Alder- 
men McClelland and White and Coun- 
cilmen Moffett and Ashley. 

An amendment was offered to ap- 
point a ‘committee of five and report 
back to council. It was pointed out 
that the next regular courcil meeting 
would not be held before September 1, 
the date of the .proposed increases. 

Alderman Steve Johnson then moved 
to amend by calling a special meeting 
of council to. report on.fhe resolution 
one week from Wednesday, resulting in 
a tte vote of 13 to 13; Alderman Sea- 
wright voting “nay.” The committee’s 
report was finally adopted by a vote of 
25 to 1, Alderman S. R. Johnston voting 
“nay.” aaa = | 

In the discussion of. the. resolution 


for immediate consideration of the re- 
port, Alderman McClelland, Councilmen 
Ed incey, W. H. Johnson and W , 


Dillon spoke in favor, and Aldermen 
Steve Johnston, I. F. Styron and Coun- 
cilmen A. J. Orme and W. F. Buchanan 
opposed it.

“as chairman of the citizens’ commit- 
tee,” said Mr. McCord, “I realized 
the gravity of this matter of in- 
creasing gas, light, power and 
street railway rates in Atlanta.

Manchester, Mass., August 19.—Presi- 
dent Wilson’s outing has done him a 
world of good. Except for the first 
day, when the abrupt change from a 
temperature of 100 degrees or more at 
Washington to a daily average of 65 
degrees here, was felt by the whole 
party, the improvement in the presi- | 
dent’s condition has been steady and 
pronounced.

he played the best game of his stay and 
won from Dr. Grayson in a hard-fought 
match... The pleasure and profit the 
president has had for five days was 
due largely to the seclusion made pos- 
sible by the most thorough guard that 
ever has been thrown about the chief 
executive on a vacation. 

While the president and Mrs. Wilson 
drove along the shore or strolled‘on the 
beach and in the woods they were ac- 
companied as usual by secret service 
men. Less noticeable and observed by 
but few was the part played by the 
navy, three branches of which Kept 
vigilant watch over his safety. 

Marines picketed the grounds that he 
occupied. Two hydro-airplanes per- 
sistently searched adjacent waters and 
at a Httle distance off the coast two 
torpedo boat destroyers and a fleet of 
submarine chasers made sure that no 
unwelcome craft ventured in. This 
watch over the sea was taken because 
of some uneasiness due to the selection 
of the vacation of the president and 
Mrs. Wilson of a house standing almost 
at the edge of a promontory that com- 
mands a wide view of the sea, and 
which, in turn, can be plainly seen from 
some distance out.

TEUTONIC MUSIC 
AND LITERATURE 
AID UNITED STATES 


New York, August 19.—German and 
Austrian music and literature is to be 
utilized to help the United States win 
the war, Alien Property Custodian A. 
Mitchell Palmer said in a statement 
tonight. American rights to numerous 
enemy-owned operettas, many, of 
which have attained “whistling” pop- 
ularity throughout the country, and 
to grand operas, plays, songs and 
books, have been taken over by the 
custodian. Royalties from these works, 
which have fattened Teuton pocket- 
books, will now be invested, it’ was 
announced, in Liberty Bonds. 

His department is convinced, Mr. 
Palmer said, that much enemy property 
of this type is still umreported, and 
an investigation of the entire field of 
royalties, copyrights and patents is un- 
der way to reveal suspected enemy 
ownership. 

Included in the rights seized are 
those to many famous musical and 
dramatic productions presented in the 
country in English and to plays which 
have been staged in the enemy tongue 
at the German theater in Milwaukee. 
Royalties on. talking machine records 
of the prima donna, Mme. Emmy Des- 
tinn and of Fritz Kreisler, the violin- 
ist, also will swell the sales of Liberty 
Bonds. 


Among the comic operas and plays 
on the custodian’s list are: 

“The Chocolate Soldier,” “The Dollar 
Princess,” “Miss Springtime,” “Madame 
X,” “Little Boy Blue,” “Pom Pom,” and 
others of German and Austrian compo- 
sition. The grand operas include Rich- 
ard Strauss’ ““‘Salome” and Wolf-Fer- 
rari’s “The Jewels of Madonna,” and 
“The Secret of Susanne.” 
Enémy-owned books whose sales will 
turn a profit into the American war 
treasury strangely enough include the 
‘works of one American—John L Stod- 
dard. The government will collect roy- 
lalties from his widely circulated lec- 
tures because the author is now resid- 
ing in Austria.

Moderation in the weather Monday : 
afternoon and last night will, the food: 
administration anticipates, enable a 
better distribution of ice to the homes, 
bringing it nearer the 50-pound allot- 
ment than has been possible so far, 
but will not change the order issued Sat- 
urday night, controlling the soft drink 
places, for the present, at least. That 
order pernfits the sale of whole milk 
and buttermilk only—with or without 
syrups—and the delivery of from 25 to 
100 pounds of ice,to those places for 
refrigeration only. 

This announcement was made by 
Major D. F. McClatchey Monday night. 

Reports made to the food adminis- 
tration Monday of numerous violations 
of the Saturday night order were inves- 
tigated by inspectors, with the result 
that thirty-odd cases have ‘been as- 
signed for hearing today, including the 
soft drink stand at Piedmont park, 
which is charged with flagrant viola- 
tion. Among the cases assigned are 
several household purchasers, who are 
charged ‘with duplicate purchases, 
which exceeded the 50 pounds allot- 
ment. 

Why Order Was Made. 

Explanation is made that the orders 
issued so far are strictly ice conserva- 
tion orders, and the exclusion of the 
dispensing of soft drinks which have 
not been refrigerated or cooled, is 
wholly in furtherance of that order, 
and out of fairness to the trade gener- 
ally, the presumption being that the 
purchase of these drinks while they 
are warm must inevitably lead to the 
use of ice in one way or another be- 
fore they are consumed. To obviate 
that they are excluded from sale as 
luxuries, and. on the basis that they 
have heretofore been listed by the fed-

TUMBLE ON MONDAY 


82 Degrees Highest and 68 
Lowest During Day—Rain 
Is Probable in Atlanta To- 
day, Says Forecaster. 


Monday night the people of Atlanta 
who chanced to go out on the streets 
put'on their wraps and those who 
stayed at home shut the doors and 
didn’t worry about whether there was 
any ice in the refrigerator or not, 
for the mercury seemingly lost all con- 
trol of itself.

In Touch With Shore. 

Gther instances have been heard, not 
so well substantiated, of the discovery 
of evidence that German submarines 
‘have been in close touch with the 
shore. One story along this line was 
that the captain of a coastwise vessel, 
being ordered to the submarine with 
his papers, was astounded to see on the 
desk of the German commander cop- 
ies of the New York dailies of the 
same date. 

Communication between the raiders 
and the mainland is possible at scores 
of places along the Atlantic shore, na- 
val officials believe, the irregularity 
of the American coasts at certain 
points making such possible. 

Recently the precautions taken by 
authorities to prevent such communi- 
cation have been greatly augmented, 
both by shore patrol and other meth- 
ods which cannot be discussed. It 
can be stated, however, that no offi- 
cial report has been made giving any 
definite evidence of an enemy boat 
having landed. 

From authoritative sources, it was 
learned today that there is reason to 
believe three German submarines have 
been operating on the American coasts 
at three separate points. Two of these 
have. recently “ceased operating,”’ 
either because their stores have be- 
come exhausted or as a result of dam- 
age received in contact with patrol 
fleets. It is known the activities of 
one ‘boat ceased immediately after a 
destroyer reported having discharged 
depth bombs near the spot where the 
U-boat submerged. 

Cables Cut by Raider. 

One of the three submarines, it is 
considered certain, was especially 
equipped for duty as a cable. cutter. 
This is held to explain the sudden par- 
ing recently of two Atlantic cables. A 
naval repair ship, escorted by fight- 
ing craft, since has picked up and 
splice both cables. 

Descriptions of the submarine op- 
erating in American waters almost 
without exception, give their length 
as 300 feet and their armament as two 
guns of either 5.7 or 5.9 caliber. Na- 
val experts deduce from other infor- 
mation that the enemy craft have a 
cruising radius of not less than 17,000 
miles. . 

The German admiralty now has in 
commission between 160 and 180 sub- 
marines, while the total number de- 
stroyed by the allies has passed the 
200 mark, according to the most re- 
liable information here. If correct, 
these figures would indicate new Ger- 
man construction has barely held its 
own over the period of four years, as 
at the beginning of the war the Ger- 
mans are known to have-had about 150 
submarines. 

The toll in the last six months, how- 
ever, has been many times that at- 
tained in any previous period and the 
constantly increasing allied anti-sub- 


marine forces, according to naval of- 
ficials, will put the ratio continually

Philadelphia, August 19—A German’ 
submarine was sunk in a runing bat- 
tle with a British tank steamer last 
Friday about 300 miles northeast of 
Nantucket, according to members of 
the tanker’s crew. The oil ship ar- 
rived here tonight from Mexico. 

When first sighted the U-boat was 
2 miles away ,according to the captain 
of the tanker, who said he immediate- 
ly opened fire. Two shots from the 
submarine struck the British ship, one 
of them passing through the boiler 
room and. the ‘other through a tank. 
Neither of the shells exploded, and did 
no material damage, the captain re- 
ported. 

Twenty-seve shots were fired by the 
tank ship, one or more of which her 
master declared scored hits. Flames 
were seen bursting from the port side 
of the submarine which, he said, sank 
a few minutes later.

CHINESE TROOPS 
ON SIBERIA BORDER. 

Washington, August 19.—The Chinese 
government has sent a large force of 
troops to the Siberian border to prevent 
, threatened invasion of Chinese ter- 
ritory by German and Hungarian pris- 
oners of war who joined with the Red 
Guard and other elements of the Bol- 
sheviki against the Czecho-Slovaks in 
the trans-Baikal region. 

The sending of the Chinese forces 
was taken to mean that every means 
of extending relief to the Czecho- 
Slovaks was being taken by.the allied 
powers. The active participation | of 
the Chinese army on the Siberian bor- 
der, may have an important bearing 
on dvelopments there within a few 
days, according to officials here. That 
the large number of prisoners who were 
set free by the Bolsheviki, armed and 
equipped and enlisted to fight against 
the Czecho-Slovaks are menacing the 
Chinese border has been Known here 
for several days and if permitted to 
cross the border they would be able 
to maneuver to far better advantage. 
This, however, China has declared she 
will not permit and if Chinese terri- 
tory is violated a battle is promised 
with all the advantages resting with 
the Chinese. j

New York, August 19.—(By Associ- 
ated Press. From European Cables ef 
the Day.)-—The Germans on three im- 
portant sectors of the western battlee 
front. have .been compelled to give up 
Positions of great strategic value un- 
der the. onslaughts of the British and 
French troops. 

In the Lys sector, east of Armen- 
tieres, the enemy has retreated over a 
front of nearly six miles, leaving the 
town of Merville in. British hands. 
Between the Matz and Oise rivers the 
French have fought their way to the 
western outskirts of the dominating 
position of Lassigny, and farther south, 
in this hill and wooded region, have de- 
bouched from the Thiescourt wood and 
also captured the town of Pimprez, 
situated in the Oise valley and on the 
Noyon-Compiegne road. 


FRENCH CAPTURE 
MEN AND VILLAGES. ‘ 

Around the curve in the battle line 
northwest of, oSissons, the French; from 
near Carlepont to Fontenoy, on the 
Aise, a distance of apfoximately nine 
miles, have driven back the enemy 
an averag depth of more than a mile 
and captured several villages and 2,200 
prisoners. 

Unofficial reports record the cap- 
ture by the British of the railway 
station on the western outskirts of 
the important town of Roye, one of 
the pivotal points on the battle front 
between the Somme and the Oise, but 
there is no official confirmation of 
this. 

Viewed on the war maps, the gains 
in new operations are most important 
ones for the allies, for, aside from 
wide areas over which the enemy has 
been compelled to acknowledge defeat, 
the weakening of the German defense 
is becoming daily more noticeable and 
apparently within a short time they 
probably will be forced to commence 
a retrograde movement on a =scale 
that will mean the entire blotting out 
of old lines and the taking up of new 
ones to the east and osutheast, possi- 
bly from the region of Rheims to 
Ypres.

WORK-FIGHT PROVISION 

SUPPORTED BY BAKER 


Gen. March Tells House 
Committee Every Man 
From 18 to 45 Will Be 
Needed in Order to Insure 
the Defeat of Germany in 
1919. 


Washington, August 19.—Congress 
prepared today to enact quickly the 
new man power legislation, extending 
the draft age limits to 18 and 45 years 
for the American military program 
which Genera! March, chief of staff, 
told the house military committee 
should win the war in 1919. 

While the house committee began 
work on the bill by hearing General 
March, Secretary Baker and Provost 
Marshal General Crowder, the senate 
set aside its summer vacation agree- 
ment in order to take up the measure 
Thursday. It appeared probable the 
bill would be debated simultaneously 
in the senate and house the last of 
this week and passed soon thereafter. 
Senate prohibition advocates agreed to 
temporarily lay aside the national pro- 
hibition bill and give the man power 
program the right of way. 

Before the house committee Secre- 
tary Baker and his aides again urged 
action on the bill, discussing various 
phases of the enlarged program which 
calls for an army of nearly 4,000,000 
Americans in France by June 30, 1919,

RULES TO GOVERN 
APPLYING DRAFT 
TO MARRIED MEN 


Washington, August 19.—In answer 
to a letter from Chairman Chamber- 
lain, of the senate military commit- 
tee, asking whether it was true that 
the war department proposed to ex- 
empt married men as a class under 
the new man power bill, Secretary 
Baker today informed the senator that 
the existing regulations as to married 
men would continue in force. Senator 
Chamberlain had written to the secre- 
tary saying if it was true that de- 
ferred classification for married men 
generally was contemplated many 
senators would oppose lowering the 
present draft age to 18 years. 

“The present situation,” Mr. Baker 
replied, “with regard to married men 
in class one is that four classes of 
married men are included within the 
limits of that class: First, married 
men who do not support their wives 
or families; second, married men 
whose wives support them; third, mar- 
ried men whose wives have adequate 
independent means; fourth, married 
men engaged in useless occupations 
and who are not the main or principal 
support of their families. 

“There is no intention to change 
this situation. 

“In construing the regulations with 
regard to dependency ‘o fwives and 
children financial dependency has 
been looked upon as the reason for 
deferred classification. This will con- 
tinue to be the case. 

“I am told that in some parts of the 
country there is an abnormal increase 
in the rate of marriages which sug- 
gests the possibility of a desire to 
use marriage as a basis for a claim of 
exemption. Marriages so contracted 
will not have the effect desired. The 
status of registrants married at a time 
and under conditions suggesting any 
such purpose will be that of unmar- 
ried persons so far as their classifi- 
cation is concerned.”

Woeork-or-Fight Amendment. 

Discussing the “work-or-fight” 

amendment of Senator Thomas, of Col- 


orado, to the senate bill, Secretary 
Baker said it “seems entirely consist- 
ent” with the present regulations, and 
is unobjectionable. He said it does not 
provide for conscription of labor; as 
contended by the representatives of or- 
ganized labor, but merely would be a 
declaration by congress of the “work-or- 
fight” principle already put into effect 
by draft regulations. 

Secretary Morrison, of the American 
Federation of Labor, appeared in oppo- 
sition to the amendment, and it was ar- 
ranged to hear him and other labor rep- 
resentatives tomorrow. Chairman Dent 
said tonight he hoped to report the 
measure Wednesday or Thursday, prob- 
ably with amendménts. If sentiment 
in the committee for provisions speci- 
fying the order of classes to be called, 
and to specifically defer calls for 
18-year-old boys is reflected in the 
reported bill, Representative Kahn, of 
California, ranking republican member, 
plans a minority report in favor of the 
administration plan.

Secretary Baker added that this pref- 
erence might well be left to executive 
regulations, but he would have no op- 
jection to having written into the bill 
a specific new provision to make a 
separate class for the 18-year-old 
youths. He explained that in planning 
to “sift out’ the new registrants from 
18 to 45, General Crowder already has 
prepared to form two classes—men from 
19 to 36, and those above 36, leaving 
those between 18 and 19 in a separate 
class. 

Regarding exemption of married 
men, Secretary Baker was closely ex- 
amined by committee members, and de- 
nied having stated that marriage 
itself was to be a cause of exemption. 

“Is it the intention to exempt men 
just because they are married?’ asked 
Chairmen Dent. 

“No,” Mr. Baker replied, explaining 
that the present regulations regard- 
ing deferred classifications for married 
men would apply to the new regis- 
trants. . 
Marrying te Evade Draft. 

Representative Tilson, of Connecti- 
cut, suggested that many men are be- 
ing married to evade the new draft, 
and that the bill should provide that 
those married after the new bill was 
introduced should not be exempt. Mr. 
Baker said such a rigid provision of 
the law is unnecessary. If left to reg- 
ulation, he said, the department could

‘Even though the work or fight 
amendment was not recommended by 
the department, Mr. Baker said he 
thought it might be well for congress 
to make such a declaration to circum- 
vent industrial slackers.

When committee members com- 
plained that too many are being taken 
off farms, Mr. Baker said it is_not tn- 
tended to draft more farmers under 
the new law, and that the present poli- 
cy will continue.

FOR TRAINING SOLDIERS

To Be Erected at Camp Kear- 
ney, Cal., to Teach Actual 
Warfare Conditions. 


Washington, August 19.—(Special.)— 
An obstacle course which makes* the 
ordinary hurdle race seem tame in com- 
parison has been introduced at Camp 
Kearney, Cal., by the war department 
commission on training camp activities 
at the suggestion of Dr. Joseph E. Ray- 
craft, director of the athletic division 
of the training camp commission which 
he made on a recent visit to the camp. 

The obstacles have been arranged 
with a view to acquainting the soldiers 


with the conditions they will encounter | 


in actual warfare. Among them are 
brush hurdles, a shallow trench 7 feet 
wide, wire entanglements, a fence 3% 
feet high, plank bridges over 16-feet 
trenches and a 7-foot wall, which must 
be scaled within one minute after 
reaching it without assistance except 
when the rifle is uséd in the drill. 
Then the men may aid one another. _ 

According to John R. Chase; athletic 
director of the training camp commis- 
sion at Camp. Kearney, the obstacle 
course serves to take the fear out of 
the men and makes them unusual bar- 


riers with more dash and resolution. ; 


The wire entanglements and the 7-foot 
wall give them the most trouble, he 
says. In a recent test, in which 121 
men participated, 17 per cent failed on 
the entanglement obstacles, while 10.7 
per cent were unable to climb the wall.

The railroad commission of Georgia has 
announced its decision in the matter of in- 
creased rates and fares petitioned for by 
the Georgia Railway and Power company 
and its subsidiaries. With reference there- 
to, your committee reports as follows: 

In its immediate results the decision (if 
undisturbed) would mean increased rates 
for gas, hydro-electric power, and residence 
lighting and heating service in Atlanta. 


what reduced.) As to street railway fares 
in Atlanta, the railroad commission declines 
to assume jurisdiction because such fares 
are the subject of contract between the city 
and the company. 

Nevertheless, the commission went outside 
its province and rendered an opinion in 
which the view is expressed that the street 
railway fare in Atlanta ought to be in- 
creased. The commission’s conclusions on 
that subject are embodied in a recommenda- 
tion to council that it amend the street 
railway franchise in Atlanta and authorize 
a 6-cent fare without charge for trans- 
fers. 

The increases in gas and electric rates 
that weer specifically allowed would cost 
the company’s patrons about $400,000 a year. 
Of that sum the city of Atlanta would be 
compelled to pay considerably more than 
it now pays for municipal electric service. 
Had the petitions been granted in full there 
would have resulted a total annual increase 
of more than $1,500,000 in revenue to the 
company. 

Made More Money. 


In its opinion the commission recognizes 
during the year 191!I?% the company 
made more money than it had ever made 
before. Likewise, the commission recog- 
nizes that in 1918 the company will make 
more than it made in 1917 (without any in- 
creased rates), although it is predicted that

As to the properties out- 
side Atlanta the commission reached its 
valuation conclusions largely upon its 
previous action with reference to stock and 
bond issues since 1912. Having, in 1912 
and subsequently, approved the scheme of 
organization of the power company and 
having given vitality to earlier projects 
taken over by that company, the commis- 
sion evidently determined to adhere to its 
former conclusions and not go back on” 
the plan of capitalization that it had once 
approved. 

With reference to properties inside At- 
lanta owned by the Georgia Railway and 
Electric company the commission largely 
rests “its valuation conclusions upon the 
basis of an appraisal made in 1912 by an 
engineer employed by the company at the 
time it was endeavoring to secure ap- 
proval by the commission of its consolida- 
tion plans. That appraisal was not intro- 
duced in evidence in this rate proceeding, 
but was ealled for by the commission pre- 
sumably after the evidence was closed; 
your committee did not know of its ex- 
istence until it was referred to by the 
commission in its opinion, and there has 
been no opportunity to inspect it or to 
cross-examine the engineer who made it

“Consider Return Inadequate.” 


But having thus arrived at what it 
terms a “minimum” valuation of the com- 
pany’s properties, the commission finds 
that in 1917 the company nevertheless de- 
rived a return of 6.91 (nearly 7) per cent 


on such valuation, after deducting 411 
operating expenses, taxes, and after mak- 


ing allowance for a depreciation § reserve 
amounting to $777,256 in 1917 alone. Even 
such a return is deemed inadequate by 
the commission. 

With reference to this matter of valua- 
tion of the company’s properties and the 
return derived thereon it should be said 
that throughout the case the power com- 
pany insisted that it was not asking a 
fair return on what it deemed to be the 
value of its properties. The reason for 
that attitude was that the company’ did 
not welcome the delay that would have 
been involved had anything like a real 
valuation been undertaken. The commis- 
sion, therefore, went beyond the issues in 
the case as made by the company itself 
and drew on its own resources for the 
purpose of getting up what it terms a 
“minimum” valuation. 

As to the distribution of the company’s 
profits, the commission likewise took oc- 
casion to approve in terms the arrangement 
by which the power company has leased for 
nearly one thousand years all the proper- 
ties of the Georgia Railway and Electric 
company. Under the lease the power 
company gets all the revenue earned by 
the electric company and in turn pays all 
the expenses, irterest, taxes and other fix- 
ed charges, and in addition pays to the 
stockholders of the electric company an 
annual diidend of 5 per cent.on their pre- 
ferred stock and 8 per cent on their com- 
mon stock. Such rental was held to be no 
more than proper, notwithstanding the wa- 
ter contained in the stock of the electric 
company, which, however, the commission 
seems to have ignored. 

The commission gives the impression that 
your committee furnished no evidence at 
the hearing. Aside from the technical 
inaccuracy of that suggestion, attention is 
invited to the fact that after the power 
company had put in all its evidence coun- 
sel for your committee desired sixty, put 
urged the commission to grant them thirty 
days’ time in which to analyze the com- 


pany’s evidence and prepare their own. 


The commission declined that request and } 


ave the committee’s attorneys only 
eighteen days’ time. Nevertheless the com. 
mission consumed more than forty-five 
days in arriving at its own conclusions 
and in promulgating its opinion. 

Obstructive Attitude Charged. 

On that subject it should likewise be 
said that throughout the case the power 
company consistently adopted an obstruc. 
tive wttitude toward your committee and 
frustrated every effort on its part to pro- 
cure information contained in the com- 
pany’s books and records. The right to 
eo Rigs such books and records was de- 
nied. 


Altogether, your committee has con- 
cluded that this decision of the Georgia 
railroad commission is a most unfortu- 
nate one, not only because of the specific 
increases allowed, but in addition because 
of the whole tenor and purport of the 
commission’s attitude’ as reflected in its 
opinion.

SURVEYING INSTRUMENTS 
NEEDED BY THE U.S. ARMY 


The United States army is facing a 
decided scarcity of surveying instru- 
ments for use overseas, according to a 
recent statement of the chief engi- 
neers. An effort is being made to ob- 
tain every surveying instrument possi- 
ble. 

It is thought that many patriotic 
citizens, under the circumstances, will 
offer their instruments at a reasonable 
price for the use of the government. 
Persons wishing to make such offers 
should state the kind, type and cata- 
logue number of the maker; the orig- 
inal cost, year purchased, present con- 
dition of the instrument and the lowest 
cash price, delivered to the office of 
the department of engineers, Peoples 
building, Charleston, S. Cc.

When the new draft measure is enacted 
—as it probably will be within the next few 
days—it is to be hoped that it will embody 
Secretary Baker’s recommendation that thé® 
government do the selecting of eligibles in- 
stead of leaving it to the registrants to 
claim exemption. 

Secretary Baker pointed out to the sen- 
ate committee recently that under the ex- 
isting draft law the burden of claiming de- 
ferred registration or exemption falls upon 
the registrants and that many men for pa- 
triotic reasons hesitate to make such claims 
even though they have dependents and 
should not in justice be inducted into mili- 
tary service. 

That principle admits both the injustice 


of citizens and the injustice to the govern- 
ment by another class which seeks to evade 
service. 

Mr. Baker’s plan contemplates a set of 
questions for the registrant to answer, 
which truthfully answered, would clearly 
establish his status as to eligibility, and a 
set of definite rules to guide the military 
authorities in deciding in each instance 
whether the registrant should be inducted 
into military service or whether it would be 
to the best interests of the country and 
justice.to himself and family that he be left 
in civilian life to support dependents and 
serve in some essentia] industrial capacity 
at home. 

That plan contemplates the selective 
draft principle in unqualified and simon 
pure form. 

Under it every man qualified to don a 
uniform and who has no valid excuse for 
not serving under arms would automatically 
be called; and at the same time registrants 
not called would be relieved of the need of 
explaining why they remained at home. 

It would reach everybody within the 
purview of the selective draft law and safe- 
guard for all a square deal and fair treat- 
ment according to the merits of each indi- 
vidual case. 


A TIMELY WARNING. 


Director General McAdoo has issued a 
general warning to all railroad employees 
under his jurisdiction that discourtesy on 
their part toward:.the public will “in no cir- 
cumstances be tolerated.” 

“For many years,’ says the order, “it 
was popularly believed that ‘the public be 
damned’ policy was the policy of the rail- 
roads under private control. Such a policy 
is indefensible either under private control 
or government control. It would be par- 
ticularly indefensible under public control 
when railroad employees are the direct sery- 
ants of the public,” continues the director 
general, and he specifically cautions all rail 
employees that “ ‘the public be damned’ pol- 
icy will in no circumstances be tolerated on 
the railroads:under government control.” 

The warning is timely. 

The director general goes on to say: 

“My attention has also been called to 

the fact that employees have sometimes 

offered as an excuse for their own 
shortcomings, or as justification for de- 
layed trains or other difficulties, the 
statement that ‘Uncle Sam -is running 
the railroads now,’ or ‘these are Mc- 
Adoo’s orders,’ etc. Nothing could be 


more reprehensible than these _§ state- 
ments of this character.”’ 


One effect of such utterances, of course, 
is to weaken the whole administration in 
the popular mind and to lessen the public’s 
confidence in the government’s ability to 
successfully carry out big undertakings. 

What inspires them, or what the em- 
ployees’ motives may be, is neither here 
nor there. 

It should be remembered that the gov- 
ernment assumed control of the carriers 
solely and purely as a war-winning expe- 
dient, and with control for the duration of 
the war only in view. 

Regardless of one’s personal opinion as 
regards federal control of the railroads, that 
policy, like the selective draft policy, is now 
a fact, and it is the duty of everybody to 
support it. 

As Mr. McAdoo points out, the public 
without a murmur has submitted to freight 
and passenger rate increases to produce 
more than $475,000,000 per annum with 
which to remunerate railroad employees to 
that extent in excess of what they received 
in wages prior to federal control; the more 
reason, therefore, why every man in the 
service of the roads should particularly’ ex- 
ert himself to make the service efficient.

Says Muffler “Cut-Outs” 
Only One of. Many Noises 


Editor Constitution: I notice in a recent 
issue of The Constitution an article entitled 
‘Tnnecessary Noises Will Be Prevented,” and 
in the body of this article it appears that a 
committee was appointed by the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce to see if the law as 
to muffler cut-outs cannot be enforced. 

The object of this communication is to 
call: attention to the fact that I, in com- 
pany with numbers of ether citizens of At- 
Janta, feel that the muffler cut-outs are a 
small matter compared witn the other noises 
which are really an unmitigated nuisance, 
and which could be prevented by proper or- 
dinances. I refer particularly to people be- 
ing aroused at all hours of the night on 
their sleeping porches by the vociferous and 
uncalled-for crowing of roosters, and the 
continuous loud and boisterous barking of 
vicious dogs, which make the night hideous. 
In addition to this engineers on switch en- 
gines during the night are continually blow- 
ing their whistles unnecessarily, and work- 
ing the exhaust on their engines, which will 
wake up everybody within two miles. On 
| my sleeping porch every night I am awak- 
ened from one to five times by these un- 
necessary noises, and I am not alone in this 
complaint, for everybody in my vicinity who 
uses a sleeping porch also suffers from these 
unnecessary noises at night. 

A few nights ago there was an engineer 
in one of the switching yards who blew his 
whistle every bit of thirty minutes, without 
cessation, evidently simply in sport. I men- 
tion these things to show that the automo- 
biles are not the only things that raise an 
unnecessary fuss. I might mention also that 
frequently the entire town is turned loose 
with its whistles to celebrate something that 
is of more or less trifling importance. I be- 
lieve in celebrating when there is anything 
worth while to blow the whistles for, but 
nervous patients in my office complained to 
me some weeks ago when the whistles blew 
for twenty or thirty minutes in the middle 
of the day. I understand that this was done 
at the suggestion of the secretary of the 
chamber of commerce. 

I am sure that it would be appreciated 
by all the citizens if some prohibitive or 
regulative ordinance could be passed by 
which the noises at night of barking dogs, 
crowing roosters, lowing cows, whistling 
freight traina and other nocturnal] nuisances 
could be abated. I for one am in accord 
with dutting out the unnecessary noises 
of automobiles and motercycles near the 
office buildings, but I am more interested in 
getting a little sleep at night, and these

. [IN THE BARBER SHOP. 

It is an historical fact that the first sur- 
geons were barbers. About all the operative 
work they performed was bleeding people— 
a thing people didn't mind so much as they 
do today. The modern barber sometimes 
has the temerity to attempt a little amateur 
surgery for the relief of a purely fanciful 
condition, such as digging after what he 
terms an “ingrowing hair,” though hairs 
never grow in, or a dead hair, though hairs 
never die without spontaneously falling out. 
The sore place where the barber digs is 
usually a mere infection of a hair follicle or 
root, and even if he pulls out the hair he is 
likely as not spreading the infection, and so 
it happens too frequently that septicemia 
(blood poisoning) follows hard upon the mis- 
taken surgical effort of the ignorant bar- 
ber. Such surgery may have been all right 
in 1917 B. C., but the world moves. 

Between the barber’s hands, brushes, 
razors, towels and clippers and the patron's 
safety there is nothing but soap. Soap or 
lather is about as effective an antiseptic as 
could be used on the face or scalp. One 
who has visited the barber shop does well 
to make tracks for home immediately after- 
ward, to take a thorough shampoo and wash 
the face with soap and water. If this were 
generally done bdrber’s itch, ringworm and 
other infections would seldom occur. 

There are clean and dirty barber shops. 
There are decent barbers and degenerates. 
In a clean shop profane and filthy language 
and the indecencies of perverted minds are 
as conspicuously absent as are dirty towels 
and salacious pictures. It is easy to recog- 
nize a clean barber shop. You need not be - 
deceived by a showing of‘white enamel or 
nickel plate, for these luxurious appoint- 
ments are no more sanitary than the plainest 
furniture. Extravagance is not cleanliness. 

A clean barber carefully washes his hands 
before he serves a customer. You see him 
doing it. That is as essential as a clean 
towel or a clean brush. If he forgets to 
wash his hands the customer should sud- 
denly recall an important engagement else- 
where. 

A good barber knows as much about 
minor surgery as a good pharmacist knows 
about the diagnosis and treatment of minor 
ailments—which is precious little. 

Barbering is not an unhealthful occupa- 
tion. Barbers ave a rather high death 
rate from tuberculosis, probably because 
many young men of weak constitution en- 
gage in the trade. They frequently suffer 
from flat feet, due to long standing and 
wearing pointed shoes and out-turned lasts.

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MONEY 1S DENED 
FOR NEW SCHOOLS 


Question of Increasing Sal- 
aries of Teachers Also Re- 
ferred by Council to 1919 

Board of Education. 


By unanimously adopting the report 
of the finance committee, which de- 


- Clined to appropriate $40,000 with which 


to furnish heating and ventilating ap- 
Pparatus and other equipment for the 
Moreland Avenue, the Spring Street and 
the Oakland City school buildings; 
council Monday afternoon placed the 
responsibility for raising funds for the 
completion of these buildings upon the 
1919 board of education, to which the 
matter was referred in the finance 
committee’s report, and by a like action 
the burden of raising money with which 
to give the teachers of Atlanta’s public 
schools a salary increase was also re- 
ferred to the incoming educational 
board, 

This action of council makes it im- 
possible for the new buildings to be 
completed within the first part of the 
coming scholastic year, as heating and 
ventilating appliances, as well as vari- 
ous school furniture and equipment, are 
required before the buildings can be 
said to be in complete condition. These 
items of necessary equipment will cost 
approximately $40,000, and this amount 
the finance committee of council : de- 
clines to appropriate on the idea that 
should such an amount be provided this 
year it would have to be added also to 
the school appropriation for 1919 and 
other coming years under the provisions 
of the act recently passed by the Geor- 
gia legislature for the Atlanta school 
system. The report of the committee 
which referred this matter to the 1919 
board of education was adopted unani- 
mously by the city fathers, not a dis- 
senting voice being raised, and without 
a word of discussion pro or con. 

Teachers’ Increase Denied. 

With the same unanimity the ques- 
tion of granting a 20 per cent increase 
in the salaries of Atlanta school teach- 
ers was passed on to the incoming 
board of. education, this action being 
taken despite the fact that members | 
of the board of finance had stated 
openly that they believed it would be, 
imposstble under the new school law 
for the new board of education to make 
any increase in the salaries of teachers 
who have already been elected, the new 
law saying expressly that teachers will 
have to serve during the _ scholastic 
term for the same salary that they 
were receiving when elected: There 
was not one word of discussion upon 
this question either. 

The action of council upon the two 
school questions that came before it 
Monday afternoon leaves the _ school 


situation in perhaps as bad condition 


as faced it before the agitation first 
arose with reference to improvements 
in the system, and it is said that the 
disappointment which will be expe- 
rienced by teachers who have expect- 
ed an increase of salary will have the 
effect of lowering the morale of the 
teaching force. 

The law regarding the power of the 
1919 board of education with refer- 


ence to increasing the salaries of teach- 
ers is very plain, and the only way in 
which money for this purpose can be 
aeeroerreree seems to be through city 
council, Members of the finance com- 
mittee, however, declare their determi- 
nation to resist the granting of this 
appropriation, and the action of council 
Monday afternoon points to the conclu- 
sion that the city fathers will uphold 
the committee that looks after the 
city’s expenditures in the matter. 
Present Board Helping. 

The matter of raising money for 
the completion of the three new school 
buildings, however, seems not quite so 
hopeless, as the present board of edu- 
cation has worked out a plan by which 
it is believed the buildings can be par- 
tially completed, making them tenable. 
during the winter months by putting 
in the heating apparatus without the 
ventilating appliances, bringing about 
these additions at the expense of the 
building fund by leaving off the least 
essential portions of the buildings unti} 
a later date when more money can 
be found. This spirit of co-operation 
on the part of the present board of 
education has been commended, and it 


-{s believed that the three new buildings 


can be put in shape to be of use during 
the greater portion of the coming term. 
It is considered certain that all chil- 
dren seeking seats in the Atlanta 
schools for the coming term will be 
provided for, as buildings can be sup- 
plied in lieu of the three new ones now 
under construction that will be ample 
to take care of the children.

SUBMARINE GETS _ 
NORWEGIAN BARK 
OFF VIRGINIA CAPES 


Washington, August 19.—The Nor- 
wegian bark Nordhav was sunk by 
a German submarine 125 miles off the 
Virginia Capes Saturday. Her crew 
escaped in small boats and have been 
brought into an Atlantic port by an 
American warship. 

Advices to the navy department to- 
day announcing the sinking did not 
say whether the bark was torpedoed 
or shelled. She was a vessel of 2,623 
net tons and sailed on June 15 from 
Buenos Aires, Argentina. Captain 
Bernstzen was master of the bark. 

The Nordhav was sent down at noon 
Saturday about 120 miles southeast 
of Cape Henry. There were twenty- 
six in her crew, all of whom escaped 
in two boats, which were picked up 
by the naval vessel. 

Lifeboats Indicates Tragedy. 

Norfolk, Va., August 19.—Two aban- 
doned lifeboats of the Norwegian bark 
Nordhav, sunk yesterday by a German 
submarine 125 miles off the Virginia 
capes, were swept ashore today near 
this port. One was found in the break- 
ers by the life-saving crew of the Vir- 
ginia Beach station, 11 miles from 
Norfolk, and later the surfmen of the 
Little Island life-savings station, 30 
miles further south, reported the re- 
covery of the second. 

Both boats contained a few articles 
of wearing apparel and a food supply 
| which, evidently, had been hastily 
| thrown into the bottom of the craft. 
ae life preservers in the boats were 


also intact in their racks, and the surf- 
men think the men were picked up by 
some other vessel. There was no evi- 
dence that either boat had capsized or 
had been swamped. With a 35-mile 
gale blowing, and a high sea running, 
surfmen declared it probably was im- 
possible for the rescuing ship to save 
the small boats. 

The boat that came ashore at Little 
Island contained storm coats of sea- 
men, a water cask, sea biscuits, bottles 
of wine and whisky, and down in the

COURTESY 1S DEMANDED 
OF RAILWAY EMPLOYEES 


McAdoo Says No “Public Be 
Damned” Policy Will 
Be Tolerated. 


Washington, August 19.—Railroad 
employees were specifically ordered by 
Director General McAdoo today to 
show courtesy in dealings with the 
public and to cease excusing train de- 
lays and other errors with the plea that 
“Uncle Sam is running the railroads 
now.” 

“The public be damned’ policy will 
in no circumstances be tolerated on the 
railroads under government control,” 
said the director general's order, ad- 
dressed to “All employees in the rail- 
road service of the United States.” The 
order says: 

“Complaints reached me from time 


to time that employees are not treating 
the public with as much consideration 
and courtesy under government control 
of the railroads as under private con- 
trol. Ido not know how much court- 
esy was accorded the public under pri- 
vate control, and I have no basis, there- 
fore for accurate comparison. I hope. 
however, that the reports of discourt- 
esy under government administration 
of the railroads are incorrect, or that 
they are at least confined to a rela- 
tively few cases... . 

“For many years it was populari 
believed that ‘the public be damne 
policy was the policy of the railroads 
under government control. Such a 
policy is indefensible either under 
private control or government control. 
It would be particularly indefensible 
under public control when railroad em- 
ployees are the direct servants of the 
mupsG « « « 

“My attention has also been called to 
the fact that employees have some 
times offered as an excuse for their 
own shortcomings, or as justification 
for delayed trains or other difficul- 
ties, the statements that ‘Uncle Sam 
is running the railroads now’ or ‘these 
are McAdoo'’s orders,” etc. Nothing 
could be more reprehensible than these 
statements of this chafacter. his 

“There are many people who, for 
partisan or selfish purposes, wish gov- 
ernment operation of the railroads to 
be a failure. Every employee who is 
discourteous to the public or makes 
excuses or statements of this kind I 
have destribed. is helping these par- 
tisan or selfish interests to discredit 
government control of railroads. 

“Recently the wages of railroad em- 
ployees were largely increased invol- 
wing an addition to railroad expenses 
of more than $475,000,000 per annum. 
In order to meet this increase the pub- 
lic has been called upon to pay largely 
increased passenger and freight rates.

Lake Too Cold. 


Washington, August 19.—(Special.)— 
Classes containing two hundred men 
are taught swimming daily at the Great 
Lake naval training station, Great 
Lakes, Ill., according to Walter Camp, 
head of the athletic division of the 
navy department commission on train- 
ing camp activities.

Washington, August 19.—Corpora- 
tions which attempt to dodge war 
taxes by increasing their capital stock 
to cover surplus and undivided ‘prof- 
its were 
Revenue Commissioner Roper that this 
would be of no. avail since the capital 
actually invested in the business rath- 
er than the amount of outstanding 
capital stock is the basis for measur- 
ing taxable excess profits. 

Furthermore, the commissioner 
pointed out, “an increase in the amount 
of capital stock, outstanding to cover 
such items as good will, value of pat- 
ents, trade-marks, copyrights, etc., not 
previously capitalized, must, under the 
ptreviously capitalized, must, under the 
law, be excluded in determining the in- 
vested capital of a corporation under 
teh excess profits tax law. 

“Corporations should not undertake 
any reorganization nor increase their 
capital stock items already included 
in their assets,” Mr. Roper added, ‘“‘with- 
out first assuring themselves that they 
thoroughly understand the law and 


regulations pertaining to income and 
excess profits taxes... No special ad- 
vantage with respect to taxation 
should accrue to any business because 
of its form of organization, whether 
individual, partnership or corporate. 
It is believed that any inequities of 
this character that may have resulted 
from the operation of the present law 
will be fully guarded against in the 
revenue measure now before congress.”’ 

The last reference was understood 
to be business loans, which are not 
considered invested capital. 

Reports have reached the revenue 
bureau that lawyers and private tax 


-{advisers have solicited corporations to 


employ them to direct changes in or- 
ganizations which they claim will help 
the corporations to evade certain taxes. 

The capital issues committee has 
adopted the policy of approving most 
applications for issuing stock in lieu 
of dividends.
